FEARFUL CALAMITY AT SHEFFIELD.— 
HUNDREDS OF PEOPLE DROWNED. 


—o— 


Ат a little before midnight on March 11 one of those terrific dis- 
asters to which nearly ali the great towns in the north of England 
are more or less exposed happened at Sheffield. The great reser- 
voir of the Sh: field Water Company—a reservoir nearly 1 0 acres 
in extent, and which held more than a milliom cabic feet of water, 
suddenly burst its embankment and swept with the jury of another 
Deluge down the narrow gorge formed by the Loxley aud Bian- | 
nington Hulls into Sheffield iteelf. Almost before warning could | 
be given the volume of waters began rushing headlong соти tbe!

The appearance of the streets in this dictrict on Sunday was that 
of some of the bustest thoroughfares of the metropolis. Thousands 
of persous poured in from all part; of the oountry, and 
vehicles of all де. ог рМонв, froma brougham toa mere donkey-cart, 
were employed to convey th» spectators over the mud. Omnibuses 
also ran from tho towa * To Hillsbro’ and the ruins,” and cou Пева 
were the passengers who availed themselves of them. From 
Bridgebouses, through the varrow lanes to Harvest-lane, poured 
ове continuons stream of persons of al! grades of society. Tne lane 
at the commoncemant is very wide, and at one side lay the carcises 
| of eleven powerful dray horses belonging to Messrs. Faulkaer, 
oarriers, aud by their side twice the number of cows. A little further 
| оп there was a pile of about twenty pigs, which had been drawn 
from tho mud in the neighbourhood. Wading through the sims 
and water, which lay several inches deep, we come to the manu- 
factories, the cellars of which havea fathom of water ia them Great 
camngo has been done in the yards, boiler plant being undermined, 
| the buds of the heavy Nasmyth’s hammers several inches below 
their former level, the wa'er having licked the earth from under 
then. Passing into Mowbray-street, au immense cauldron obstructs 
| the carriage way, having been carried from nobody knows where. 
| Bounding this we come into Neepsend, ard observe that tho 
water has not yet subsided, it still being like an immense lake. 
The stone bridga was now being fast approached, and the crowds 
of people congregated upon it watohing the timber which is piled 
| up high above the piers is beyond comparison. arts and drays 
conveying the mud-besmeared furniture from different houses were 
| constantly crossing and re-orossing the bridge, the owners seeking 
| а drier aud more cleauly habitation, Again, wading through tho 
narrow street from the bridge to the tau-yerd, we come to the once 
well-culiivated gardeus—the pride of many а working man who 
hed the good fortune to be possessed of an allotment—now one vast 
bed of mud. Мапу may be seen removing the heaps of bricks— 
| the remnants of the small but neat whitewashed cottages that 
are dotted here aud there, which duzaled the eye whea reflected 
| by а summer's aun—thinking that underneath might be found 

the body of some unfortunate relative; and others shovelling away 
& portion of the mad with the sameobject. Leaving this scene of 
desolation, we retraco our steps, and crossing the bridge, we come 
on to the Penistone-road; aud ploddiog with the crowd through 
the mud. ankle deep, till we got short distance above the Phila- 
delphis Oorr-mill, aud looking across the dam, we see the ruins of 
| alargo outbuilding which hed fallen during the previous night. 
Oa the other side of the road tho house cellars are still under water, 
and many are the gable ends which have fallen during the night. 
The same wild, desolate look pervades the flat laud on the opposite 
| side when viewed from & poiut higher up the road. Nothing more 
than we stated on Saturday has happeued as far ев the barracks, 
| and from this point to Malin bridge a detachment of soldiers are 
posted to protect tha proper y lying abont, and not before it was 
needed, for the tro ghe and ‘spoilera’ were already there." 


THE INUNDATION IN SHEFFIELD. 

In the town of Sheffield irself the destruction of property has 
been almost greater than in the valley, but there, fortunately, it 
hss been attended with comparatively little loss of life. Lhe Shef- 
field Teleg: aph statea that— 
" În the town the (iret alarm was given at about a quarter past 
twelve. ihe sharp hiss as of escaping atom, the sound as of а 
mighty rush of water, made people run towards the river, when it 
was found that tho Don was in an extraordiuary flood, and that 
some dreadful calamity had occurred. At two o'clock the height

most distant iles of the loss of life tha: had oocurred At the 
police-station was a little crowd of poor ill-dressed people who had 
been fl wded out of their dwellings. and who were glad to spend 
tli» night crouching round the fire; aud iu the streets were several 
poopls moving about hastily with torches which they had impre- 
vied. But as yet, b=youd the sight of wet people and wet streets, 
aod beyoud the roar of the river, and those ominous, but 88 m 
unexplained, heaps of timber about the bridge, there was nothing 
kuown among the crowd of the loss of life, and the spectators 
fondly hoped that the mass of wood might prove to be nothing but 
the contractor's plant, increased by rubbish swept from off the 
banks of the river.” 

In the darkness one could only guess, from the fearful rumours 
that came from the lower part of the town, what the scene there 
would be at daylight. The morning of Saturday fally realized the 
worst fears of the night. The wooden bridge at НіШооё had dis-

The bridge over the goit went along with the 
At Philadelphia corn-mill, which stauds close to the water's edge, 
a number of horses were drowned in their stables, in their 
вө», and fowls on their roost. Crossing to Bacon's nd, s low- 
lying piece of ground between the goit and the river, the only 
access to which is now the narrow plank of the shuttle frame, we 
came at once into what had evidently been the very heart of the 
flood in this part of the valley. Gardens were oevered deep in 
slime Trees, hedges, and walls were levelled with the ground 
The flood rose to the chambers and floated the inmates in their 
beds. 

In Messrs. Butcher's works at Philadelphia, the body of & woman, 
perfectly naked, was found, and it was believed thet a whole 
family living near Neepsend-bridge had been washed away. In Bbo- 
uezer-street the body of a man, rather under the middle bt, withe 
moustache, was found and conveyed to а pablio-house in Bowling- 
green-streat. At Kelham rollivg- mil! the men were compelled to 
escape by the roof, and in во doing managed by some means to sst i$ 
on fire. When the flood had reached its height the water 
subsided, leaving the marks of its presence in the streete, W! 
were tn wavy places kuee-deep in mud. Almost before they were 
passable pereons sallied from their houses, and the evil news spread 
quicaly. The strests of the town were thronged with persone 
hurryiog to different parte, auxious to inquire iuto the fete of 
frieuds living near the level of the river. While the darkness 
lasted litile could be learut from observation, but voices were 
heard shouting greetings over the wastes of mud aud water, and 
eagerly inqu:ring how others had fared in the calamity. One had 
heard the first rush, and sprang out of bed to see the street filled 
with water. Another had been eleepiog on the ground floor and 
heard a rush of water. He awoke his companion, who thought it 
rained hard No, it coald not be rain, the rush was too great for 
that. The bed moved—it was wet—he put out his foot, aud found 
himself up to the knees ia cold water. Such incidents might be 
multiplied indefinitely. It needs only to be known that at the 
dead of night a great dark flood flowed through a densely populated 
part of the town, rousing tbe sleepers from their beds, and only 
too frequently drowning them like rats in a hole. The horrora of 
that Friday night are kuowu in the hearts of thousands, but can 
never be to d 

‘The destruction of property all over the low-lying neighbourhood 
round (їе Midland Station has been enormous. Chis portion of the 
town was tor a time completely inundated. All the large manu- 
f^» urors are believed to have suffered great lose, and the smell 
householders are mostly ruined. The loss of property is bad enough, 
bu: the loss of life is of course the chief cause of regret here 
Aroused from their sleep in the dead of the night, the poor people, 
perhaps only half awake, seem to have made their way at once into 
tho streets, and were swept away fastently. 

Several bodies recovered were partially dressed, while others 
were entirely naked, their clothing having been literally torn from 
their bodies by the violence of the stream Oarried away by the 
furious current, severa! bodies had been found in most extraordinary 
places —two having been washed among the carriages in the Mid- 
land Station 

Гое cast-iron bridge leading from the Crofts to Narsery-street has 
been entirely demolished, not & vestige remaining. The extreme forec 
of the current a$ this poiat may be judged from the fact that before 
reaching the iroa bridge the current would have been considerably 
wcakened by firs$Goming in contact with the Oorporation-bridge. But 
iu spiteof everything, buttresser, railing, and pavement have all been 
&wept away like mere timber, and carried to an enormous distance 
down the river. ‘The water dashed over the wall oa the Nursery- 
street side, actually tearing along with it the stout tron nung and 
tho stones in which they were set. Large masses were driven 
Across the street e distanos of eight yards, while others were broken 
into fragmenta aud several gas-lamps thrown down. The buildings 
on the opposite side of tne street were considerably damaged, and 
will require rebuilding in some instances. The evtire front of the 
Manchester Railway Hotel was broken in. Several low buildings 
on the water's edge, near the Nursery corn-mill, were swept 
eutirely away, and a number of horses, pigs, &o, with them. As 
is nearly always the case in these great public calamities, it is the 
poorest digtriots of the town only which have suffered. No socu- 
rn'o return osn yet be made of the injuries which the workshops 
aud forges of the great manuf«oturers in this part of the town 
havo sustained, but from the eno:mous solidity of all their plant 
lililo more than temporary inconvenience is lisely to have been os- 
casioued by the water 

From various other souross we gather the following := 

At Lower Bradfield it ig wonderful how the unfortunate creatures 
managed to escape. In the energy of deapair holes were knocked 
in ths roofs by bedposts, and children ed through, shivering in 
tho night wind. Some personal accidents occurred, the chief being 
the fall of à woman, named Oaks, from the top of a roof. Those 
who were providentislly preserved remained for twenty minutes in 
momentary fear of being the next victims, but the fi subsided in 
about half an hour. ‘Lhe bed of the valley from this point is 
strewed with timber, iron machinery, rocks, trees, and debris of all 
kinds, and opposite the houses last mentioned, the large main pipe 
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which was to convey the water to Sheffield has been completely 
severed, and the fragmenta taken faraway. In this locality a small 
stone bridge was washed down. Bo early as six o'clock on the Fri- 
day evening the occupante of a row of houses, in which several fami- 
lies lived at this place, were informed of the orack in the emhauk ment, 
bat were assured there was no danger. In fanoled security all of them 
went to bed bat William Ibbotson, who, apprehensive of danger, sat 
up About midnight he heard what be describes да а “ terrible 
rush." At first he imegined it was the wind, which 
was blowing strong, but on listening he found that the waters in 
impetuous fury, and with а roar like thander, were rushing down 
the valley. Instantly he alarmed his neighbonrs; the houses they 
occupied, being built upon the side of the bill, were fortunately 
not carried away, bat were inundated im the lower rooms to the 
height of a mau. Here the first of the тацу psiuful incidents of 
this fearful calamity hap . One of the houses is occupied by 
Mr. Dawson, a tailor, and his wife end family Mrs Dawson had 
been confined but two days, and when the alarin was given her 
husband, being fearful thas they should be flooded in the house, 
took her upon his back to carry her to а place of greater safety. 
The newly-born infant was clasped in ite mother's arms, and, as 
Mr. Bawson was leaving by the cottage door, the waters met him, 
and în her alarm the mother dropped her unconscious bube, which 
was swept away and drowned. 

At Damflask a whole wood in the valley has disappeared 
to say nothing of haystacks and cattle-folds. At the Old 
Wheel, one of those tilting forges which are numerous in 
the locality, some persons were working at the time the dam burst. 
The flood enveloped the workshop before the lads at the forge 
could get away through the doors. One of them climbed hand over 
hand up tilting pole and escaped through the roof; a second got 
out by another aperture; while a third. a lad aged fourteen, has not 
Sinoe been seen.

purpose of recognising, if possible, some missing friend or relative. 
l'hrough the courtesy of oue of the ой ма! of the institution we 
were enabled to view the bodies, and to be present as various parties 
passed through the building on their mournful errand, which in 
many instances was but too succeseful The scene was one that 
defies description, and will not гева у be forgotten by any one who 
witnessed it, for in five of the ou buildings no lesa then ninety- 
nine corpses were laid out, the majority of them retaining the posi- 
tion in which they were when death overtook them. Water alone 
wae not the agent of their destruction, for falling houses, trees, 
and stones aided in the horrible work. Мапу of the bodies are 
terribly crushed and bruised; but on the whole the countensnces of 
the sufferers wore a singularly placid expression. not in any way in- 
Gicating a violent death. No more than one in ten exbibited the 
marked symptoms of aspbyxia by drowning, as described by medical 
authors on the subject—viz., а livid colour of the fac^, the tongue 
protruding and generally wounded by the teeth, a frothy discharge 
from the mouth and nose, the eyelids half closed and the pupil» 
dilated. Quite the reverse seems to be the case with the majority 
of these poor sufferers, for the general appesrance of the bodies is 
that of sound sleep, the lips and cheeks retaining still the rosy fresh- 
ness of life, the mouth slightly opened, and a smile upon the face 
as though some pleasant dream were passiog through the mind 
The children particularly seem as though they were quite uncon- 
scious of anything having occurred to disturb their repose, and 
convert the sleep of health and innocence into one of horror and 
death.

Ги the House of Lords on Monday, Ки! Granville announced

It was im- 
possible he could have given any opinion as to ulterior measures. 
Lord Campbell asked what construoiion the Government put on 
* declaration by Prince Gortschakoff. contained in a despatch 
from Bt. Petersburgh, pablisbed in the Danish and German corre- 
spondence. Princ» Gortechakoff bai stated that Austria, Prussia, 
Russia, aud Eogland “ were now thinking and acting in harmony 
on 8 question still more important than that of Schleswig and 
Holstein." Lord Granville thought the allusion was to an agree- 
ment supposed to ezist between the four Governments not to take 
pert in the plan of a general European Congress. But, вв to Eng- 
land, he stated that no agreement or combination of any kind 
bad been entered into that could be considered as dis- 
laying the slightest hostile feeling towards France. 
n the House of Commons a new writ was ordered for the eleo- 
tion of а member for Armagh, in place of Mr. Olose, resigned. Sir 
а Grey informed the house that a civil engineer had been ap- 
pointed by the Government to assist the local authorities of Sheffield 
n en favestigation of the circumstances connected with the terrible 
calamity in that neighbourhood. Mr. Roebuos asked whether the 
Goverament intended to remonstrate with the Government of the 
Federal States upon the employment by them of agents in Ire and 
for the purpose of enlisting as soldiers hor Majesty's subjects, епа 
&ooompanied the question with a heavy censure on the foreign 
Ноу of Earl Hussel. Lord Palmerston said it was vain 
or Mr. Roebunk to attempt to select a single member 
of the Government and hold him пр to publie obloquy. 
Earl Russell was the organ of the Government in al! its communi- 
cations with foreign Powers, but he took no step without concert 
with hie colleagues, and he (Lord Palmerston) was equally respon- 
sible with him for every step be bad takeu. fhe Government bad 
de lared their intention to obarrve n strict neatrality in the contest 
going on in America, and they had dove so; but there was a dif- 
rerence in the position cf the two belligereut parties, and a diffi- 
culty in dealing with enlistwent of men which did not exist in the 
same degree in respect to ships. There might be agente in the «m- 
ploy of the Federal Government eudeavouriog to enli-t nen to go 
to America; bat the difficulty was to obtain evidence. Her Ma- 
jesty's Government had remonstrated on the subject, as would ap- 
pear in the papers laid before the house, and prosecutions had been 
institu'ed, Бэх thers would be no backwardness on their part in 
vindicatirg the honour of the country. 


A SQUABBLE IN COURT. 

AT the Exeter Assizes, before Baron Bramwell, Margaret Jane 
Harrison, a girl thirteen years of age, was charged with having 
committed wilful and corrupt perjury at Honiton, on the 2204 of 
Uctober. Mr. Carter and Mr. Turser prosecuted; and Mr. Cole- 
ridge. QC, and Mr Bere defended the prisouer. The prosecutor, 
Mr Poole, ів a schoolmaster living at Honiton, aud the prisoner 
was a pupil of his. She alleged that he had taken liberties with 
her whilst giviog her her lesson, and a prosecution was instituted 
against Mr. Poole, and he was tried aud acquitted. The state- 
menta which Miss Harrison made with reference to Mr. Poole were 
alleged to be false, and on these the charge of perjury wag based. 
Mr. Ooleridge made a very eloquent address to the jury in defence 
of the prisoner, and his lordship having summed up,

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THE LATE MAXIMILIAN П, 
KING OF BAVARIA. 


Tuis monarch, whose portrait we 
here give, died st Munich, on the 
morning of Thursday, March 10th. 
Оа the Wednesday afternoon pre- 
vious the King was attecked with 
acate erysipelas in the left breast, 
which at once sesumed a danger- 
ous character. His Majesty passed 
a very bad night, and was in such 
a condition early on the following 
morning that at five o'clook it was 
thought necessary to administer 
extreme unction. The erysipela- 
tous tumour spread rapidly, and a 
few hours after the last sacrament 
hed been administered the King 


— 

imilian Joseph, King of 
Bavaria, and Count Palatine of 
the Rhine, Duke of Bavaria, 
Franconia, and Suabia, was born 
on November 28, 1811. His early 
education was entrosted to Schel- 
Mog, and he afterwards entered 
the aniversity of Gottingen, where 
he remained from 1829 to 1831. 
He then set out on 8 visit to 
Italy, Greece, and other countries. 
He made e second tour over the 
same ground between the years 
1837 and 1840. In 1830 he was 
created & major-general in the 
army, by the King, his father, 
and appointed councillor of State 
in 1836; but he carefully ab- 
stained from taking part in publio 
matters up to the time he as- 
cended the throne on tbe abdica- 
tion of Ludwig, in 1848. The 
circumstances which led to that 
abdication are of so unusual а 
character, and necessarily so in- 
tinatali connected with the his- 
tory of the late King, that a 
retrospective glance may here be 
taken at them. King Ludwig of 
Bavaria, father of Mazimilien II, 
was in the early pert of his reign 
a liberal monarch, and very popa- 
lar with hie snbjects. About 1830 
his political sentiments began to 
exhibit a decided change; snd, 
from ђећо a liberal monarch in 
the full sense of the word, he 
alarmed and disappointed the 
greater part of his friends and 
subjects by giving himself up 
to the influsnoe of the more 
violent of the Oatholio clergy. 
At length the inflaence of 
the priests over the r 
mind commenced to decline; but 
still destined to be the slave 
of his passione, he geve 
way to the fascinations of the 
celebrated Lola Montes, who cap- 
tivated the heart of the elder! 
monarch in 1846. Lola Montes, 
who had been & thestrical dancer, 
was created Oountess of Lends- 
field, a revenue of £5,000 per an- 
num being attached to the title. 
She professed to be the friend of 
the Liberal party in Bavaria, and 
showed her sincerity eo баг ав to 
cause the King to dismiss the 
Minister Abel, who was entirely 
devoted to the Ultramontanists.

lyzed and powerless Yet, to say the truth, after the astonishment

Fires, and great fires, are common enough in London; this was a 
fre on om enormous scale; but the warshonses would 
soon be built up again, the wharves ss busy as be- 
fore, and for the reat — concerned the insurance offices.

We have only to imagine & vast shoot of water, covering some 
ninety-five seres, end many fathoms desp, bursting with ali Шо 
fury of a torrent in the dead of the night, and, as the reports say, 
* almost obliterating & populous district,” through a valley seven 
miles long. It was a little after midnight, when the poor doomed 
people were shed, that the first alarm was given. There was a 
mighty volams ot water rushing along with the roar and biss ofan 
express train să fall speed through the cutting. All the way from 
the dam of the reservoir at Bradfield te Sheffleld~seven miles- 
the water levelled в pathway for itself, and this pathway of slimy 


mud was over and across fields and villages, cottage-houses and 
mills, over men, women, and children asleep. Bridges were swept 
away like wisps of straw—farmhouses, factories, shops, trees, 
walls, fences, huge blocks of timber, and frameworks of build- 
ings of great weight and size, were rooted up and hurled away. 
Itis caloulated that at least a hundred lives were sacrificed within 
less than half a hundred minutes. This tremendous accident is 
only too easily accounted for. The greet dam at Bradfield, the em- 
bankment of which stretohes ёсгоёз the valley, was, it appears, 
much more than full and swollen besides by the ho»vy fails of 
snow and rain. Not only was the dam fall, bat hundreds of acres 
above it were submerged. Then om the Fridey night came a nigh 
wind, blowing down the valley, and pressing this enormous weight 
of water against the embankment Bome alarm had already been 
felt for the safety of the dam; the engineer of the company was 
taking measures to strengthen it before the violent storm arose. 
About midnight on the Friday the osntre of the embankment 
slowly gave way, and down rushed the water through the valley, 
“like a pent-up sse,” Во much more terrible an element is water 
than fire for the energy and skill of man to encounter! Fire, fierce 
as it is, and irrepregaible as it looks, is easily got under, its ravages 
are easily restricted. Water, on the contrary, is all the more un- 
controllable the more it is resisted and confined. The very con- 
figuration of the district between Bradfield and Sheffield gave the 
bursting waters all the redoubled and accumulated force of а tor- 
rent; it rushed down the valley like the rainfall through a sewer. 
From earthquake, famine, and pestilence we Eoglish pray to be de- 
livered—and we are delivered; but the powers of Nature with 
which it is a man’s destiny to combat are stronger than art, science, 
or the will of man, and from time to time it is thus we are humbled 
and thus that wé are taught. All Englend will hasten to the relief 


of the survivors.

Tae tex on fire insurances is both bad in principle and excessive 
in amount. It is really, as has often been said, a tex upon prudence 
in & sense which oan be predicated of no other impost. Many taxes, 
as the income tax for instanoe, are paid out of the produce of pru- 
dence, but this tax strikes prudence itself in the very act. It is 
this consideration, even more than the exorbitant rate of the duty, 
which hee arrayed against the tax the Ohsmbers of Commerce and 
во тазу other mercantile associations whioh have petitioned parlia- 
ment on the subject. In a memorial which was forwarded to the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, and which was signed by sixty of the 
greatest banking sad merosntile firme of the Ону of London, while 
the opinion wasex pressed that “ the object of the Government should 
be to encourage every prudential act that may tend to promote the 
welfare of the people," it was effirmed that “in consequence of 
the excessive duty e large of the insurable pro- 
perty of the country із unprotected from loas by fire." Jt would be 
wise to get rid altogether of а бах which by its very nature dis- 
coursges prudential ao!s. But of this there is at present no hope. 
The duty on fire ipsuranoas yisldg a revenue of £1,600,000 per 
annum, and at the rate at whioh the mation is living that small 
вош is more than can ђе spared. The duty at present levied on 
fire insurances is 3s. pər о mt. per annum. In many instances thia 
amounte to 200 per cent. on the premium. A tradesman or house- 
holder insures his stock or furniture for £2,000: the axnual pro- 
mium is 808, вод the duty upon the premium £3; а monstrous 
proportion. There can be no doubt as to the practical effect of 
rates во oppressive. In the City Memorial before mentioned the 
charge is declared to operate to preveut insurances in many cases 
altogether, while in other instances insurances are effected only 
on the minimum instead of on the maximum value of the pro- 


porty.
